The’ murder of the French Plenipotentiaries cannot 
much longer be a theme of perverfion by the French 
Directory ;. a fevere enquiry into the bufinefs is already 
fet on foot by the Court of Vienna: the Archduke has 
caufed the Commandant of the advanced pofts near Ra- 
{tadt to be arrelted; and the perpetrators of the crime, 
at Jeaft if not its contrivers,. will probably meet. with 
condign punifhment. ta : 

The Archduke has ordered‘Lieutenant-General Kof- 
poth to form a Commiflion, under the prefidency of 
Lieutenant-General the Count de Sporck, to enquire 
into the circumftances of the murder of the French Ple- 
nipoteotiaries, and to caufe all’-the fOldiets implicated 
in that crimie to be arreftet. _ - 

The Commander of Philipfburgh, on the Rhine, has 
publifhed an account of the bloekade of that. fortrefs— 
In ‘his official réport to the Archduke Charles he ftates, 
that he had arrefted three Frenchmen, who had enter- 
ed the-place for the purpofe' of feducing the officers of 
the garrifon. They had appointed a meeting with one 
of the officers who informed the Governor.of it. They 
declared, that they would give 200,000 livres, if ne- 
ceffary. ' nme 

Accounts from Bergentz fay, that all veffels between 
‘that place and Lindau were put in requifition by the 
Auttrians, the largeft to tranfport cavalry ; and that 
fixty pontoons were in readinefs for the Imperialifts to 
pafs the Rhine. The late Bailiff of -Berne, and 2000 
Swifs emigrants, well armed, are with the Imperial 
General Hotze. 

Col. Williams lately reconnoitred the Swifs thore 
within mufket fhot, when a {mart cannonade took place. 
Sixteen volunteers out of every company of the Impe- 
rial infantry have been diftributed on board the veffels 
on the Rhine. Tv 

If we are to credit the accounts brought by the 
:Hamburgh mail, under the head of Conftantinople, but 
which are without any explicit dates, we are to hope 
‘that the rafh projeét of Buonaparte and his devoted ar- 
my io Egypt will end in their toral deftrudtion. Dgezar 
Pacha promifes that he will not fheathe the {word till 
they are exterminate to a man. 

Private letters from the Hague, of the 11th inft. 
ftates, that the Batavian Convention had decreed that 
all the goods and chattels of thofe who were attached 
to the Government of the Stadholder, or who haye 
emigrated fince the r{t of January, t795, fhall be con- 
fifcated for the good of the Republic. ‘his meafure is 
evidently the laft violence:of an impotent revenge.— 
Upon the point of feeing the. reinftatement of thofe who 
have been faithful.c6-che Conftitution of their-eountry, 
the Dutch Jacobins give way tot more to their avarice 
than to their defpair ; and. by‘a kind of farewell crime 
take leave of their power they have ufurped and abufed. 

A private letter from China, dated December 1, 
ftates, that the Emperor had communicated to the Bri- 
tifh factory his royal intention of extending the com- 
merce of China to this country in many valuable arti: 
cles which had hitherto been prohibited. The impor- 
tant acquifitions likely to be derived from this extenfion 
are reprefented in a very flattering manner. The Em- 
peror has been much indifpofed-at Pekin, and had re- 
moved further eaftward to his royal refidence, attended 
by the Lama, for the benefit of the air, which is purer 
by four degrees. The gentlemen belonging to the Bri- 
tith factory have been in{truéted in the Chinefe language, 
ahd proper inftructors fent ta Canton, by order of the 
Emperor, for that purpofe, in confequence of a requi- 
fition having been made to him through his Minifters. 

On the 8th of April laft, the King of Spain order- 
ed that a loan be raifed by the iffuing of certain bills or 
notes, to the amount of 800 millions of reals, or 200 
millions of French livres. This money is to be kept 
in .the treafury, and only ufed in cafes of neceflity.— 
The: bills are to bear an intere{t of four per cent. per 
, annusi,: which intereft is to be punctually paid at Ma- 
drid ‘our of the money deftined for the payment of the 
“national debt- 'T’o. this purpofe, as well as the gradual 
_payment of the capital, the following fums are to be ap- 
plied, viz. atax of 10 per cent..on income; the a- 
mount of the extraordinary contributions of the clergy ; 
véhe teyenues of - yacamt-bithapriéks wid benefices; the 








duties on filver carried out of the country; the four 
millions raifed on falt, &c. ; alfo the whole of the in- 
come’ arifing from bifhopricks which, by viftue of gifts 
from the Pope, belong to the King; as well as from ail 
royal property in the four military orders of Calatrava, 
Alcantara, St Jacob, and Montefo.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, juft as the Houfe 
of Commons was about to rife on Tuefday evening, and 
during the exclufion of ftrangers from the gallery, inti- 
mated to the Houfe the poftponement of the budget 
from Monday next to Monday the 3d of June. This 
delay is owing to the returns of income under the new 
aé&t not being yet fufliciently arranged to enable the 
Commiffioners to afcertain, with any degree of accu- 
racy, the amount of the tax. 

The India fleet, which has been fo long waiting for 
the difpatches, will be detained fome time longer, un- 
til certain accounts are received refpe¢ting the deftina- 
tion of the French fleet.

Extract of a letter from an officer on board the Indefatigable, 
dated Plymouth Sound, May 12, 1799, toa gentleman at 
Hall. ‘ 

We made Corunna, fpoke two Spanith fithing boats, 
who informed us, that five fail of the line, one frigate, 
and fome corvettes, were to fail the firft north-eatt 
wind; we {tretched to.the weltward! for a day or two, 
and then made Corunna ; before we reached it a north- 
eaft wind came ; being apprehenfive the above fquadron 
would fail, we carried all fail pofible day and night to- 
reach our cruizing ground.

On Wedhefday morning fell in with the Childers brig, 
with difpatches for Lord St Vincent, informed us. of 
the French fleet being out, and by her we fent our 
difpatches to his Lordthip, and we made fail for Eng- 
land. It is the general. opinion of all on board, that 
the French intend to join the Spaniards, off Ferrol,

SITTINGS BEFORE LORD KENYON AND A SPECIAL JURY. 
BROOKE, UV. MORGAN, BART. 


Mr Minoay ftated, that this was an aétion on a po- 
licy of infurance on the life of Mrs: Brooke, the wife 
of the plaintiff, againft Sir Charles Morgan, Prefident 
of the Equitable Infurance Society, to recover the fum 
of soool. “The plaintiff entered into this policy in 

777, on the life of his lady for roool. Some time 
after, this gentleman had difputes with his wife, in con- 
fequence of which, fhe was under the neceflity of living 
in a foreign land. The plaintiff being indebted to a 
Mr Roffel, transferred over to him this policy. The 
annual premium, which was 42]. 11s. had been regular- 
ly paid down till the year 1797. The premium was 
payable on the 28th of O¢ctober ; and Mr Lane, the 
perfon or agent who ufed to pay the premium, bad al- 
ways received a written memorandum, reminding him 
of payment ; but in 1797.he had not received any fuch 
notice, and therefore the payment of the premium efca- 
ped his attention. He did not recollect that he had not 
paid it, till the 25th or 26th of January 1798. He. 
called at the Tnfurance Office, on the 29th of January 
17.98, and tendered the premium for the year 1797, 
and which ought to have been paid in the preceding 
Ostober, 

A gentleman at the office told this agent, that he be- 
lieved the policy was void. The witnefs told him it 
was entirely an omiilion of his own, and that if there 
was any intereft to pay, he was willing to pay for over- 
time: He defired the witnefs to fit down, and went 
and confulted with another gentleman in the office. 
That perfon then told the witnefs he would take the 
premium, provided he would pay a forfeit of sl, which 
he did. Some months after a perfon from the office 
called on the agent, and withed to return the premium 
and forfeit. On the 2gth of January, .the time when 
the premium for 1797 was paid, Mrs Brooke was in 
fact dead. According to one of the articles of this So-' 
ciety, the premium may be paid any time within three 
months, after it becomes due, provided the perfon who 
neglected the payment can certify that the perfon on 
whofe life the policy is made is in good health at the 
time the policy was revived, and provided alfo that a 
forfeit of 5). is paid. In this cafe when Mr Lane, the 
agent, paid the premium on the 2gth of January, Mrs 
Brooke was dead. On that ground the plaintiff was 
nonfuited.

We formerly mentioned the arrival of ‘the Prince of 
Wales packet at Falmouth, which reached that port on 
the 2uft, in nine days from Lifbon. She came, as we 
have already ftated, without'a mail, having been. dif- 
patched exprefs to Government with the account of 
the Breft fleet. 

The advices reccived by this veilel are highly iote- 
refting, fince they remove every doubt relative to. the 
firft object of the French expedition, which now évi- 
dently appears to be forming a junction with the Spa- 
vith fleetin Cadiz. ‘The following particulars form the 
mott accurate ftatement we have been able to collect of 
the intelligence brought by the Packer. 

On the 12th inft. Mr Walpole, the Britifh Minifter 
at Lifbon, received an expref{s overland, from Captain 
Peard, of the Succefs frigate, in Lagos bay, dated the 
7th, ftaring that, on the rit inft. he ‘had failen io with 
the Breft fleet, confifting of 1g fail of the line and 11 
frigates, about 35 leagues welt of Oporto, itcering S. 
W. and by S. and that he was to proceed immediately 
from Lagos bay, with this intelligence to Lord St 
Vincent. 

The fleet under Lord St Vincent amounts to 19 or 
20 fail of the kine, and when the packet left Lifbon, the 
following was ftated to be the difpofition of this force : 
Lord Keith was off Cadiz with 13 fail, three were on 
the coalt of Barbary, and three or four off Gibraltar. 

Admiral Whitihed’s fquadron, which failed from 
Plymouth on the 6th, to reinforce Lord St Vincent’s, 
was, it is faid, feen off the.Tagus on the 11th. 

Thefe fquadrons united, will form a fleet of about 
25 fail of the line. , 

Another’account, which we think not fo goodas the 
above, becaufe we do not learn that the Prince of Wales 
faw or heard any thing of the French, is founded on 
the authority of a private letter, written in confequence 
of the’ arrival of the Packet. 

** On the gth inftant the Brefk feet was met to the 
fouthward of Cape Finifterre, fteering direét for Cadiz. 
It then cenfilted of only 19 fail of the line, as it is faid 
that fome of the thips had been obliged to put back, not 
being fea worthy. On the 13th, Admiral Whitlhed’s
